Major church groups still 
against women as priests

Major church groups last 
week reaffirmed their stands 
against the ordination of women. 


The Vatican issued a report on 
a Catholic and Russian Orthodox 
meeting which restated that the 
sacrament of ordination is still 
only for men. 


THE CHURCH OF England 
‘synod in London voted to retain 
the church’s legal: ban on the 
ordination of women. 


The Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod rejected the ordina- 
tion of women at their conven- 
tion in Anaheim. 


In a statement issued by the 
Vatican, the joint meeting of 
Catholic and Russian Orthodox 
theologians at Trent, June 
23-28, “‘reaffirmed the tradition- 
al teaching of their churches 
concerning the conferring of the 
sacrament of the priesthood only 
on men,”’ 

THE STATEMENT added: 


“As a result of the many 
dialogues which are now taking 


place concerning the ministry in 
the Church, it is clear that 
serious study should be made by 
Catholics and Orthodox together 
on the question of the role of 
women in the Church and of the 
reasons why their service does 
not always receive adequate 
expression.”’ 


The general synod’ of the 
Church of England voted July 3 
to retain the ban against 
women’s ordination. Before vot- 
ing, the synod agreed there was 
no basic theological obstacle to 
the priesthood of women. 


The synod’s House of Bishops. 


and its House of Clergy outvoted 


the House of the Laity, which’ 


had declared in favor of women 
priests. 


WITHOUT debate or notice- 
able dissent, the 1,100 delegates 
to the biennial convention of the 
Lutheran Church-Missouri Sy- 
nod in Anaheim decided there is 
‘‘no compelling reason to amp- 
lify or to revise’ a 1971 
convention decision that the

Government agency admits 
offering refugees abortions 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
government’s Interagency Task 
Force for Refugees has admitted 
offering abortions as part of the 
medical services to refugees but 
has denied that any coercion is 
involved. 


Eleanor Green, a_ spokes- 
woman for the task force, said 
instructions sent’ to military 
health authorities at refugee 
camps told the authorities they 
“‘must insure that requests (for 
abortion) are completely volun- 
tary’’ and directed that counsel- 
ing should be provided. 


The instructions also said that 
the military authorities are to 
follow the laws of the states in 
which the bases are located. 

SHE ADDED any abortions 
requested are performed at 
federal medical facilities at 
government expense. There is 


-no provision in the instructions 


for transportation out of state in 
cases where state laws on 
abortion are restrictive, she 


_ said, 


Ms. Green said that, as of July 


~3, 15 abortions had been 


requested by refugee women; 
seven had been performed and 
the rest were scheduled. 


The task force was responding 
to charges by the U.S. Coalition 


for Life, an international anti- 
abortion research agency spe- 
cializing in federal population 
programs, that the task force 
instructions permit Vietnamese 
refugee women to be taken from 
the refugee camps to _ local 
abortion clinics or hospital 
facilities, or, if necessary, flown 
to another state where restrict- 
ive laws don’t inhibit abortion on 
demand. 

Mrs. Randy Engel, executive 
director of the U.S. Coalition for 
Life, said that abortion is 
‘completely alien’’ to the Viet- 


‘namese culture. She contended 


that there is a ‘‘fine line between 
advice and coercion’’ in situa- 
tions of dependency such as that 
of the refugees. She also 
contended that doctors treating 
refugees might suggest. abor- 
tions. 

“I JUST don’t think abortion 
ought to be in the _ health 
program for refugees,’? Mrs. 
Engel said. 

“The Vietnamese term for 
abortion is ‘Pha Thai’ which 
literally means destroying the 
conceived,’’ she said. ‘‘These 
people have no American eu- 
phemism like ‘pregnancy term- 
ination’ to disguise the fact that 
they are killing a child when they 
have an abortion.”’

Thanks to them, Hoang 
Tuong and his 16 dependents 
will soon leave the refugee 
tents at Camp Pendleton 
Marine Base for a new life in 
a new country.

Hoang children are grade 
school age and will be 
boarded and educated at 
Nazareth School as will 
Hoang’s orphaned niece. 


Additionally, the Sisters 
will place the family’s 67- 
year-old grandmother in the 
newly opened Nazareth Re- 
tirement Home.

ADDITIONALLY, she has 
talked with USD officials 
about establishing a child 
care center at the school.

Let’s hear it for peace 


Strange though it seems, we have no official. 


government. agency or educational institution 
devoted to peace. We have academies to train 
men—and women now—for commissioned rank in 
the armed services, but no academy to teach and to 
promote the arts and sciences of peace. 


However, if the bill to establish the George 
Washington Peace Academy Act is passed by 
Congress, we will have something to fulfill one of 
Washington’s own dreams. Way back in 1783 the 
first President of the United States wrote, in a 
circular to the States: ‘...there can be little doubt 
but Congress will recommend a proper Peace 
Establishment for the United States.’’ 


But somehow, 200 years have slipped by and we 
seemed to be little nearer the establishment of the 
George Washington ideal. But, jointly sponsored 
by Sens. Hartke and Hatfield, a bill was introduced 
a few weeks ago to try again, and make the subject 
of peace a matter for significant study as a 
bicentennial milestone. If established, the academy 
is visualized as an American-international institu- 
tion of up to 500 students, with a board of trustees 
headed by the President. 


Of course, Catholics have long been used to the 
idea of academies of peace—named in honor of Our 
Lady of Peace. We would welcome George 
Washington to the esteemed and revered company. 


Taste of own medicine 


When women protestors in Mexico City took over 
the proceedings and disrupted some of the 
orderliness. of the International "Women’s Year 
meeting the organizers complained. ‘‘It was a 
deliberately orchestrated political disruption,’’ said 
Ms. Betty Friedan of one demonstration that 
. upset her composure. 


Yet it was the followers of people like Ms. 
Friedan who ‘‘orchestrated political disruption’’ of 
Masses not long ago in some of our diocesan 
churches to protest against Bishop Maher’s views 
on NOW. 


NOW and THEN

refreshing letter in the La Jolla paper from Dr. 
William Doyle, answering attacks on Bishop 
Maher. | particularly liked the last paragraph: 


“‘In the long years of her history, the Church has 
watched the coming and going of principalities and 
powers, of thrones and dominations, and when 
NOW has become THEN, she will. still be there, 
with her bishops, trying to show men and women 
that they, above other animals, possess that 
ultimate value, a spark of the Divine Intellect, and 
that they have only to lift their eyes above the dirt 
of the earth to see what they really are—the sons 
and daughters of God.’’

Part of the explanation quotes St. Augustine 
(which should please the community over at 
‘Saints’): ‘‘No man has a right to lead such a life of 
contemplation as to forget in his own ease the 
service due to his neighbor; nor has any mana right 
to be so immersed in active life as to neglect the 
contemplation of God.”’ 


The Benedictine rule places great emphasis on 
the regular prayer of the hours and anyone who 
stays with the monks at St. Charles is assured of the 
call to prayer at stated intervals by the ringing of 
the monastery bell. It’s 17 years since the first 
Mass was celebrated. on the site of the now 
independent monastery which today is under the 
guidance of Prior Claude Ehringer, OSB. 


Strength of Spanish-speaking 


The debate on Synod RAP-Ups and the 
Spanish-speaking vote, led me to an investigation 
of official figures on Spanish-speaking in the 
diocese. The Federal Census people and county 
planners keep official records. According to 1970 
figures, of the 2,584,700 people in the four counties 
of this diocese, 355,000 are Spanish-Americans, or 
just under 12 per cent. 


The breakdown is as follows: San Diego County, 
1,357,854 total, of whom 174,209 are Spanish- 
American; San Bernardino and Riverside counties, 
1,143,146 total, of whom 141,356 are Spanish- 
American. In Imperial county they have no ethnic 
or cultural breakdown of their 83,700 people, 
except to indicate an approximate guess of 50-50 
split between Spanish-American and others. 


This gives a total of 355,000 Spanish-Americans 
in the diocese, of whom, according to Father Luis 


Bernal’s claim on page 11, 90 per cent are baptized: 


Catholics. The term ‘‘Spanish-American’’ is used 
by the census takers for those who declared this 
ancestry through the head of households. It 
includes those whom we normally refer to as 
Mexican-Americans. 


Political religious division 


One of the political peculiarities in Lebanon; the 
country north of Israel which has seen so much 
internal strife in recent months, is the religious 
connection with political power. The new cabinet 
announced last week has a Sunni Moslem as 
premier, a Marinite Christian, a Roman Catholic, 
an orthodox Christian, a Shi-ite Moslem and Druze 
Moslem. ' 


This breakdown is almost a_ constitutional 
prerequisite, based on the strengths of the various 
sects. Some of the recent internal problems include 
a shift in these strengths and a desire for 
‘promotion’ up the ladder of political influence by 
the Shi-ite Moslems, whose numbers have grown. 
We spent one whole enlightening afternoon in 
Beirut last April with newspaper publisher Ghassan 
Tueni, the orthodox Christian in the new cabinet. 


The Moslem increase in political strength in 
Lebanon is shown most graphically in the growing 
force of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
which is largely Moslem in composition. They are 
demanding their share of .the Lebanon political 
cake. Church and state are inextricably mixed in 
that tiny country of three million people. 


Editorial 


English first 


Commercial language schools offer what 
are called ‘‘total immersion’’ courses in a new 
language. Proficiency in the new language is 
obtained within a few weeks through a total 
‘‘diet’’ of the language from-9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
daily. 

Perhaps something of this kind should 
be offered to all who find a knowledge of 
English a hindrance to their advancement in 
the United States, whether they be of 
Mexican-American extraction, Vietnamese or 
any other. 


California spends about $37 million a 
year on bilingual education courses, designed 
to help those less proficient in English to 
advance in other subjects while learning 
English as a second language. According to 
Assemblyman Peter Chacon, these benefits are 
not reaching the right people. 


Perhaps the whole program should be 
restructured and the $37 million spent on some 
form of ‘‘total immersion’’ in English for those 
who need to learn it more quickly. 


Nobody can get very far in the 50 states 
without a good knowledge of English, the 
national language. We should all be concerned 
that this hindrance to their progress is 
minimized to the utmost.

The letter of Rita Micklish 
(SC, June 26) reflected an 
angry tone against the over- 
whelming ‘‘yes’’ vote of the 
Spanish-speaking on the 
Synod policies. 

What seemed to be obvi- 


‘ous in her statements was 


that the Spanish-speaking 
vote violated the spirit and 
goals of the Synod on the 
basis that the Spanish-speak- 
ing failed to discuss the pros 
and cons of the Synod 
policies. 

These remarks are most 
unfortunate for at least two 
reasons: 

1. She failed to grasp the 
meaning behind the Spanish- 


. speaking vote. 2. She prefer- 


red to criticize instead of 
complimenting the participa- 
tion and involvement of the 
Spanish-speaking of the San 
Diego diocese. 

I would like to clarify two 
points. First, countless meet- 
ings and discussions were 
held throughout the diocese 
in which the Spanish-speak- 
ing treated the issues in- 
volved in the Synod policies. 

The Spanish - speaking 
were not like blind sheep 
being gathered for some- 
thing they did not under- 
stand. There was a spirit of 
community, solidarity, and 
faith that accompanied the 
process of voting and sign- 
ing. 

Second, I feel that the 
strong Spanish-speaking vote 
should be viewed in the 
context in which the Spanish- 
speaking often find_ them- 
selves within the Catholic 
Church ‘and the dominant 
society. For too long have the 
Spanish-speaking felt  iso- 
lated, ignored and pushed 
aside as if they did not count. 


In this context then, the 
some 13,000 votes must be 
seen as the voice of the 
Spanish-speaking people 
saying: We can no longer be 
ignored and pushed aside. 
We are here and we want a 
voice within our Church. We 
want our culture, our langu- 
age, and contemporary situa- 
tion to be heeded = and 
respected. 


Rita Micklish, instead . of 
dividing the Christian com- 
munity of San Diego diocese 
by criticizing the Spanish- 
speaking vote, let us ask 
ourselves: How can we all 
work together in building a 
community of faith, of love 
and of service?

It is astonishing, when you consider it, 
the great power we invest in the 
pronouncing of certain words or formulas. 
We ‘‘pronounce’* something and _ it 
becomes fact, effective and incontestable. 


A MINISTER or justice of the peace 
pronounces a couple ‘‘man and wife’’ and 
they are man and wife before the world. A 
jury pronounces a person guilty or not 
guilty and the culpability or innocence of 
that person becomes a public fact. 


In the Church a person must be 
pronounced ‘‘anathema’’ to be excom- 
municated. Commitments must be pro- 
nounced— divorces pronounced—reconcil- 
iation pronounced—before they stand in 
the world as valid and factual. 


The ancient Jews understood the power 


be so 


pronouncements, it is to emphasize that 
his words are true—that they are, in fact, 
the word of God. 


When we use the word to conclude our 
prayer, or in the acclamation of the Mass, 
we unite ourselves with Christ and 
acknowledge, through him, the truth and 
power of our prayer. 


Some Christians see the ‘‘amen’’ as a 
word of command; bringing into effect the 
aim of the prayer, in the sense of ‘‘Let it 
be done.’’-Then, a prayer uttered in the 
name of Jesus Christ, ‘‘Amen’’ goes forth 
with all the authority and efficacy of Christ 
himself. 


IN THE RESPONSE to the doxology in_ 
the Mass, our ‘‘amen’’ is not meant to be 
merely a pious affirmation that glory and 
honor is due the Father through Christ 
and in union with the Holy Spirit. It is

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The Imprisoned 


Prison chaplains must 
seek reform of system 


‘close to national shame’.

The Psalmist said it ‘‘...the Lord has 
anointed me...to proclaim liberty to the 
captives and the opening of the prison to 
those who are bound...’’ (Isaiah 61)—-and it 
is from this call that the men and women 
who are engaged in the prison ministry 
receive their mandate. These ministers, 
chaplains, assistants, and volunteers will 
find, on-any given day, almost one million 


Americans in a state of separation from the 


“free world.’’ 
The prison world has its own culture and 


context and it will not always welcome the ~ 


Christian reconciler. Those who serve will 
often be humiliated, exploited, and manipu- 


lated by inmates and staff members. — 


THE MILIEU is often depressing and the 
pathetic stories of the incarcerated weigh 
heavily upon the heart. The exhilaration of 
helping a person ‘‘become”’ turns to anguish 
when the attempt to ‘‘make it’’ in the free 
world goes sour, and the hoped-for friend is 
again behind bars. 


‘Only the belief in the overwhelming, 


overcoming love of God through Christ for- 
- His suffering and broken poor sends the 


prison minister back again and again. The 
chaplain shares the redemptive love of 
Christ with the imprisoned. 


The primary need of prisoners, like the 
primary need of all people, is to receive 
esteem, respect and appreciation for one’s 
own sake. To be taken on one’s own terms, 
not playing down the reasons which brought 
one into the present circumstances, but to be 
given a spontaneous gesture of forgiveness 
and Christian love for the human dignity one 
hardly dares to believe one might have 
again—this is the basic yearning. 

“WHAT IS the use,’’ says the prisoner, 
“of paying my debt to society if the people 
who will be my neighbors never forgive 
me?”’ 

This need for recognition as human will 
never be met by government money, modern 
prison settings, or numbers of judges or 
guards. This need will only be met by 
personal involvement of a caring person to 
enter that prison world. 


The core person in prison ministry is the 
prison chaplain who is assigned by 
ecclesiastical authority in collaboration with 
the prison management. Some institutions 
have large chaplains’ staffs; most have only 


‘part-time or volunteer chaplain service. 


CATHOLIC CORRECTIONAL chaplains 
in the U.S. are certified through meeting 


requirements at various levels of their . 
.professional association, American Catholic 


Correctional Chaplains’ Association. This 
association is given authority by the U.S. 
Bishops through the Episcopal Adviser, 
Bishop Andrew Grutka of Gary, Indiana. 
There are about 220 prison chaplains— 
priests, Sisters, Brothers, deacons—current- 


ly certified through this Association. 


Chaplain duties are numerous. The 
chaplain is involved with the total person 
within the environment and with the content 
and circumstances of the environment as it 
presses on these persons. Chaplains roam 
throughout the institution, not only for 
visibility and easier access for inmates, but 
to observe needs and to.seek out possible 
injustices unnoticed or unheeded by 
administration. 


The chaplain is responsible for a viable 
religious program for the benefit of inmates 
who are of various religious persuasions or 
states of persuasion. And so he must 
be ecumenically aware and open. Chaplains 
have significant experience in working with 
volunteers and assistants as they are able to 
move additional persons into the fabric of 
the prison setting. 


THE CHERISHED persons from whom 
one is separated become important to the 
prisoner—often more important than they 
seemed when he or she was free, hence the 
chaplain finds family affairs part of his 


* responsibility. 
« Responsibility for expanding and improy- 


ing spiritual and human opportunities for 
inmates falls heavily upon the chaplain who 
is often merely tolerated by prison 
administration because it is legally and 
politically expedient. As one who is 
intimately involved in the prison world, it is 
the chaplain’s duty to communicate with 
interested citizens when the real situation 
and need may be. 


And always the persons in prison ministry 
must press for reform of a system which has 
been, in the words of a President, ‘‘close to a 
national shame.”’ 


There is a: principal theme of encourage- 
ment for involvement in the reconciling 
prison ministry, for, as the righteous will 
answer in the Last Day, according to 
Matthew: ‘‘Lord, when did we see you sick 
or in prison and visit you?’’ And the King 
will answer, ‘Truly I say, as you did it to one 
of the least of these my brothers, you did it 
to me.”’

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Youth programs need a_ 
variety of approaches

One of the most challenging tasks of the 
Church has been to provide religious 
education for youth. 


Chapter Nine of the National Catechetical 
Directory describes the concept of a total 
ministry to that age group. 


‘RELIGIOUS EDUCATION of youth is 
most effective when undertaken within the 
broad context of a total ministry to youth, 
and when it is perceived by youth as being a 
component of such a broad ministry. 


“This ministry, because of the diversity of 
needs among the young, requires a total 
approach. This is achieved by the fruitful 
collaboration of many ministers, each fully 
conscious that his or her own expertise is an 
essential contribution to the whole process. 


“In the widest possible use of the word it 
can be said that everything that workers with 


youth do is in some way educational. This © 


includes, but is not only, religious education. 
These workers provide the area for an 
extensive range of experiential education. 


“UNDER THEIR auspices the lessons of 
home, school and the peer group are 
translated into living in a wholesome 
environment which pays heed to the wisdom 
of the years while encouraging the young 
person’s desire for new approaches and 
personal expression. 


“Youth directors and their associates are 
religious educators. Some communication of 
content and much value clarification result 
from their programs. 


“Nevertheless,, the major religious “edu- 
cational thrust of most of their programs is 
not in that area. Community building and 
service are the major religious educational 
objectives of their programs. 


“THEY ARE also religious educators in 
another sense. Through their programs, 
activities and organizational structures 
youth have an opportunity to worship God, 
to consider possible religious vocations, to 
learn the meaning of Christlike charity, to 
become people of prayer and to grow both 
spiritually and personally. 

Further, many programs in the social 
action sphere demonstrate visibly and 
prudently to youth that the Church is vitally 
interested in the issues of the day which are 
of concern to young people."’. ee 


The Directory then gives general prin- 
ciples for adolescent religious education 
stating: ‘‘Adolescent Religious Education. 
The dimensions of message, community and 
service must be worked into a variety of 
models to meet young persons at their 
various stages of development and different 
levels of perception. (General Catechetical 
Directory (GCD), 83-4.) 


“ADOLESCENCE IS the time for a 
comprehensive presentation of Catholic faith 
and morals meeting the standards: of good 
high school education. Youth programs 
require a variety of approaches. 


“These varieties need to be considered by 
the community, leaders of a parish, and 
Catholic schools in the preparation of social, 
recreational, and apostolic programs as well 
as retreats and other spiritual development 
programs. 


“Official and authoritative teaching 
should be clearly taught and understanding 
given to the role of theological investigation 
and scholarship in the life of the Church. 
(GCD, 88) . 


“‘AT THIS time when values are becoming 
more and more interior and personal, 
students are to be led to understand 
and appreciate Christian truth not as 
something remote but as God’s revelation 


- that should touch the deepest reaches of the 


human person and provide the opportunity 
for a faith-filled response. 


“Teaching contributes witness and com- 
mitment that inspires as well as providing 
information to young persons. 


“Communicating the Christian message 
to the young person also requires the best of 
educational methods and structures. 


“MANY STRUCTURED prayer experi- 
ences that combine the proper use of group 
experience with sound Catholic teaching 
make a particular contribution to the 
spiritual development of young people. 


“Private experience with prayer in all its 
forms goes hand-in-hand. with prayer in 
community if the young person is to develop 
a personal and mature relationship with 
God.”’

PATRIARCHS: GOD CALLS ABRAHAM .-- The response of Abraham to the promise of God becomes the couctetone 
against which the response of His children is to be measured. 


September 8, 1975 
PATRIARCHS: THE STORY OF JOSEPH AND THE FORMATION OF A PEOPLE -- Salvation history began with 
the call of Abraham (discussed the previous week) and the emergence of the 12 tribes that would one day comprise the 


people of God. Preparations for the sojourn in Egypt, Joseph's sale into slavery, and the oppression of the Hebrews will be 
discussed. 


September 15, 1975 
MOSES -- 
a. Who was Moses? 
b. What happened at the Exodus? (including the ten plagues) 


The liberation of Israel from bondage in Egypt under the leadership of Moses. What archaeology has learned about the 
Exodus. 


September 22, 1975 
COVENANT -- 
a. Moses at Sinai — Covenant made, Ex 19-24 
b. Covenant Renewed, Ex 32-34 
God takes a people to Himself and they respond. The covenant instrument is a symbol of this interrelationship. 


September 29, 1975 

WANDERING -- 
a. Feeding in the Desert, Ex 16-18; Nm 11 ) 
b. “Not by bread alone..." Dt (living by “word”) 


God's providential care of His people i is shown as they prepare to enter Canann. They are forged through trials and hardship 
into an emerging, self-conscious nation--but still without a land to call their own. 


October 6, 1975 
CONQUEST -- 
a. Joshuah; quick, superficial conquest 
b. Judges; slow, painful consolidation (human weakness — cf. Samson) 


United under Joshuah, the Israelites are a strong, conquering people. Splitting up into individual tribes weakens them. 
Tribal rivalries threaten from within, the Philistines from without. 


_ October 13, 1975 
TRANSITION TO KINGSHIP -- 
a, Samuel and Saul 
b. Saul and David Ry 
Samuel turns the tide by uniting the tribes under a single head--Saul, the first king of Israel, turns out to be a tragic gure 
_and is replaced by David. 


. October 20, 1975 
SOLIDIFYING KINGSHIP -- 
~ a. David to Solomon 
b. Solomon and Temple 
Solomon turns to internal development of kingdom, establishes a bureaucracy and engages in commerical and building 
enterprises, including construction of Temple. In the process he sows the seeds of civil war.

October 27, 1975 
LITURGY IN ISRAEL -- 

a. Moses and Tent in Exodus 

b. Some Royal Psalms 
From the earliest days, Israel had a liturgy centered about the Ark of the Covenant enshrined in the Yent of Meceny. 
Yahweh's praises were sung in a form known to us as psalms. Beginning with Solomon, the liturgy of Israel became centered 
not on the Ark but on the temple. 


November 3, 1975 
‘ DIVIDED KINGSHIP -- 
a. Some major figures (kings) in north 
b. Major kings in the south 
After Solomon's death in 926, the 10 northern tribes seceded from Judah and formed the Kingdom of Israel. After two 
centuries of rather dismal existence, it was wiped out by the Assyrians in 722. The kings of the south rather consistently 
ignored this lesson of history:

a. Yahwist History 
b. Elohist History 
The complex nature of the Torah (Pentateuch) will be examined. It took about eight centuries to achieve its present form. Of 
the four major traditions included in it, the Yahwist and the Elohist are the earliest. 


November 24, 1975 i 
THE YAHWIST ACCOUNT OF CREATION AND THE FALL (Gn 2:4b-3) -- In these chapters the Yahwist authors 
give, in typical story style, their answers to some perplexing problems of human existence. 


December 1, 1975 x 
CLASSICAL PROPHETS IN THE NORTH -- 
a. Amos 
b. Hosea 
Amos and Hosea were the only two ‘literary’ prophets who preached: in the north. Amos is known as the prophet of divine 
(social) justice and Hosea as the prophet of divine love. 


December 8, 1975 
CLASSICAL PROPHETS IN SOUTH -- 
a. Isaiah 
b. Jeremiah 
Isaiah, a nobleman, attempts to stave off national disaster under Ahaz and Hezekiah. A century and a half later Jeremiah’s 
similar attempts are of no avail and Jerusalem falls to the Babylonians (587 B.C.). 


‘December 15, 1975 
SPECIAL CHRISTMAS ISSUE -- To be announced. 


December 22, 1975 
PROPHETS DURING BABYLONIAN EXILE -- 
a. Ezekiel 
b. Second Isaiah - 
In exile Ezekiel strives to hold the people together, to preserve their identity in a pagan land. Second Isaiah fortells the end 
of the exile and introduces the “Servant of Yahweh.’

December 29, 1975 
HISTORICAL WRITING DURING EXILE -- 


a. Deuteronomic History 

b. Priestly History -- Creation account of Gn 1:1 - 2:4a 
Deuteronomic History, compiled during the Exile, is a national examination of conscience, a theological interpretation of 
Israel's approximately 700-year history from Joshuah to the Exile. During this same period the Priestly authors combined 
pre-existing traditions with their own and edit the Torah prefixing their creation account as a sort of solemn introduction. 


January 5, 1976 

IN THE FOOTSTEPS OF JEREMIAH -- 
a. Baruch 
b. Lamentations 


These two relatively late books, written in the spirit of Jeremiah, reflect the heartbreaking situation which followed the 
destruction of Jerusalem. 


January 12, 1976 
EMERGENCE OF THE INDIVIDUAL .-- 
a. Book of Proverbs (invitation to the individual to pursue wisdom) 
b. Book of Sirach (continues along sdme line) 
These are two examples of the Wisdom literature of Israel enshrining the humanism of the sages. 


January 19, 1976 : 
PROBLEMS IN RELATIONSHIP OF INDIVIDUAL TO GOD AFTER EXILE-- 
a. Job 
b. Ecclesiastes (Qoheleth) 
The author of Job wrestles with the problem of divine justice, thé suffering of the innocent, and retribution. The author of 
Ecclesiastes tackles the broader problem of happiness and the meaning of human existence. . 


January 26, 1976 
CONCERN FOR THE SURVIVAL OF THE PEOPLE AND FOR WORSHIP -- 
a. I and II Chronicles 
b. Ezra and Nehemiah 
A post-exilic author writes another history of Israel from another theological viewpoint with emphasis on the liturgical life 
of the people. He offers valuable information on the situation which prevailed after the return from the Exile. 


February 2,-1976 
OPENNESS TO THE NATIONS -- 
a. Ruth 
b. Jonah 
Two post-exilic works were written to combat a narrow, nationalistic view of salvation and to stress God's universal will to 
save. 


February 9, 1976 

STIRRINGS OF MYSTICAL THOUGHT AND PRAYER .-- 
a. Song of Songs 
b. Collection of Psalms (prayerbook of the people) 


These are sublime examples of religious poetry, with the Song of Songs giving exquisite expression to the love affair between 
God and His people. 


February 16, 1976 
HISTORY OF PERSECUTION -- 
a. I Maccabees 
b. II Maccabees ) u 
In the late second century B.C. a neurotic tyrant named Antiochus Epiphanes IV tries to wipe out the Jewish religion. These 
books tell of the successful resistance put up by the people under the leadership of Judas. es and his brothers.. 


February 23, 1976 a 
EMERGENCE OF BELIEF IN AFTERLIFE -- 

a. Daniel 

b. Wisdom 
The book of Daniel was written to bolster the courage of the people during the aforementioned persecution. The author of 
Wisdom attempts. a sort of synthesis of Jewish wisdom and Greek philosophy showing, however, the superiority of the 
former. Both books express, for the first time in the Old Testament, a belief in eternal retribution. 


March 1, 1976 i 
POWERFUL HEROINES OF ISRAEL -- r 
a. Judith 
b. Esther 
These are two fictional stories of the haggadah type written to illustrate the benefits deriving from unswerving faith in 
Yahweh no matter what the apparent odds. 
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New Testament 


March 8, 1976 

FORMATION OF THE GOSPEL TRADITION -- The New Testament has been described as the result of the early 
Church reflecting upon its’ own beginnings under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. The Apostles in the early Church 
carefully guarded and passed on what Jesus had done and what He had taught for the salvation of men. The'evangelists and 
sacred authors committed certain of these things to writing as they had been taught, explained and applied by the Apostles 
and the apostolic Church. 


March 15, 1976 

A TIME OF GREAT EXPECTATION -- Palestine at the time of the birth of Christ was alive with expectations of a 
Messiah.

b. Other Sayings of Jesus ‘

The cleansing of the Temple points up the importance of worship in spirit and truth and the 
replacement of the material temple by the glorified body of the risen Lord.

Jesus, the new Israel, is tempted—but victorious—in the desert. Later, as the New Moses, He feeds the people in the desert— 
a forecast of the Eucharistic meal of the new People of God.

JESUS’ CAREER TOWARD CLOSE-- 
a. Last Supper 
b. Trial and Crucifixion A ! 
Jesus institutes the sacramental memorial of His death and goes forth to give His life for the salvation of humanity.

RESURRECTION OF JESUS -- 
a. Matthew and Mark (Galilee focus) 
b. Luke and John (Jerusalem focus) 
The accounts of Jesus’ post-resurrection appearances have come down to us in several variant traditions built around a basic 
occurrence.

EVANGELISTS AS THEQLOGIANS (1) -- 

a. Matthew 

b. Mark 
Matthew's theology is complex. It presents Jesus as the Messiah, the new Israel, the new Moses, and develops the theme of 
the Kingdom in five booklets. Mark is the ‘pre-Paschal’ Gospel, portraying Jesus as He appeared to people before the dawn 
of Easter faith. 


June 21, 1976 
EVANGELISTS AS THEOLOGIANS (2) --

b. John 
For Luke, Jerusalem, the Holy City, is the overriding theme. Within it, he develops several sub-themes: it is the Gospel of 
universal salvation, of the Spirit, of great pardons, of prayer, of peace, of joy, of renunciation. John gives us the fruit of 
almost 70 years of reflection on the mystery of Christ and the Church. It is the Gospel of signs and of glory, the sacramental 
Gospel par excellence. f 5

This dynamic personality was the man most responsible, after Jesus, for the development of the Christian movement and its 
theology in the first century.

a. Expectation Strong: I (and II) Thessalonians -

1 Peter has been called the finest introduction to fhe teaching of the early Church, a beautiful baptismal catechesis. Hebrews, 
of unknown authorship, tries to bolster faith in the face of persecution and apostasy, inculcating confidence in Christ the 
eternal High Priest. 


August 23, 1976 
ATTITUDES TO COMING OF CHRIST -- 

a. II Peter 

b. Apocalypse 
By the time II Peter was written (ca. 80) expectation of the Second Coming had faded to such an extent that the author had 
to insist that it would really happen. In the Apocalypse (Revelation) the author reassures his beleaguered fellow Christians 
that the risen Lord is with the Church and will eventually triumph aver the forces of evil. 


August 30, 1976 
TRADITION OF JOHN -- 

a. Epistles 

b. Apocalypse 
Only the first of the three Johannine épistles is of major import. In the tradition of the Last Supper discourse of the fourth 
Gospel, it is a magnificent commentary on the ‘one’ command of Christ, the command to love. The Apocalypse shows us the 
victorious Lord loving his struggling Church and leading it to ultimate triumph. 
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Mental and Physical Handicaps 


We throw away people 


—God’s wounded ones

Would you not agree as does Alvin Toffler 
in Future Shock that our society could be 
described as a ‘‘throw-away society’? We 
make things. especially to be thrown 
away—towels, plates, bottles, toys and even 
disposable dresses. With this throw-away 
mentality do we also want to include people? 


We throw away people with almost the 
same efficiency as we throw away objects. 
We throw them away by labeling them with 
such names as mentally retarded, as well as 
the mentally and physically handicapped. 
Throughout these reflections we will make 
reference to these handicapped persons by 
referring to them as the wounded person. 


WE HAVE formulated powerful, if 
unstated, rationalizations for throwing 
people away. They are this way because it is 
God’s will, or because they are paying for 
their sins, or because they did not work hard 
enough and thus were not rewarded. 


Sometimes our rationalizations for-throw- 
ing people away are falsely based on 
religion. And those are the most effective 
rationalizations of all. i 


What must be understood, repeated, 


reflected on and prayed over again and again 
is that every person is sacred and important. 
The local faith community (parish church) 
that provides for these wounded persons 
speaks loudly that each person has worth 
and dignity. The interest, concern and love 
shown says to the family and the person 
himself that we are a Church that stretches 
out its hands in a warm embrace for all of 
God’s. people. 


IN A CHURCH-related program the 
wounded person becomes an accepted part 
o: the total faith community. The veil of 
secrecy and shame that often surround and 
smother the family of a wounded person 
disappears. They have a place in the larger 
world; they have a place in the church where 
they are wanted, loved and understood. 


They have their rightful place within the 
faith community of which they are an 
integral part. They can no longer be 
considered second class citizens. 


It is not enough to tell the wounded person 
that God loves him. If he is to learn’this, we 
must experience God’s love through other 


people. If he vividly expériences love in the 
atmosphere of the Church, he may come to 
understand that if these people love, so must 
God. 


WE CAN discover in the wounded person 
a world of simplicity, purity and goodness. 
More than this we can discover Jesus in 
them, Jesus radiating goodness, Jesus meek 
and humble, and sometimes Jesus suffering 
and in agony. 

There are many examples, countless 
actions and gestures which have shown that 
when the wounded person says the name of 


_ Jesus they know of whom they speak. 


One of the greatest sufferings of the 
wounded is to feel ‘‘different’’ and to feel 
“‘useless’’. They need friends who will help 
them to discover their own personality and 
their place in society, friends who will love 
them and respect them. But most of all they 
need the love of God which they will discover 
through these friends. 


IF A SPIRITUAL life is a necessity for 
every man, it is especially necessary for the 
wounded. Along with others they have the 
right to receive the truths of faith and 
especially a knowledge of Jesus Christ. 
Their religious life will not primarily be one 


of action but might be one of simple 


reflective silence. 


Do we believe that within the wounded 
there are riches and wealth of the Spirit? It is 
to the degree that we really believe in them 
and in the Spirit working in them, that they 
will truly rise up as a People of God. They 
will then be valuable members of the 
Christian Community and the: Christian 
Community will profit from their presence. 


We have the task of creating welcoming 
communities for the wounded person and of 
integrating them as much as possible into 
the life of the Church which is missing 
something without them and is enriched by 
their presence.

OBVIOUSLY THIS patient, who respond- 
ed with disarming simplicity, was saying 
something about his attitude toward his 
sickness. He appreciated the priest’s visit 
but was a bit embarrassed at being ‘‘prayed 
over.’’ Perhaps he thought of prayer only in 
terms of asking for a miracle or as a kind of 
last resort in serious illness. 


The Good News that Jesus brought to the 


sick sees human suffering in a richer context © 


than miracle cures or last rites. Jesus taught 
that human life prepares people for eternal 
life. ‘‘My kingdon,’’ he told Pilate, ‘‘does 
not belong to this world’’ (John 18:36). 


Human suffering can play an important 
role in spiritual growth. As an unmistakable 
indication of the fragility of human health 
and the contingency of one’s span of earthly 
years, sickness speaks of the Paschal 
mystery: death and resurrection. 


HUMAN PERSONS exult in freedom an 
self-determination. Yet freedom comes from 
God and should lead to Him. The 
confinement and inconvenience of sickness 
speaks a wordless language by restricting 
freedom and predicting an eventual climax 
when earthly freedom will be transformed 
into eternal freedom. : 


No man or woman is an island. Sickness 
dramatized the interdependence of people, 
the need for love and compassion. To receive 
tender loving care teaches the sick about life 
and love. Many a sick person has learned 
that it is even more blessed to give than to 
receive and has acquired a new sensitivity to 
interpersonal relationships. 


Yet sickness still remains a blessing only 
in disguise. Jesus ministered to the sick very 
directly with His healing power. The health 
ministry of responsible physicians and 
nurses, of research scientists and laboratory 
technicians, continues /that direct ministry 
with human resources. 


THE BIBLICAL directive to use one’s 
talents rather than bury them bears fruit in 
continuing medical progress. However, the 
unavoidable experience of sickness and 
eventual death are redeemable. The Good 
News of Jesus teaches His people to glorify 
God in sickness and in health. 


Through His suffering Jesus could say to 
the Father, ‘‘I have given you glory on earth 
by finishing the work you gave me to do.”’ 
(John 17:4) 


Human utopias have always eliminated 
suffering. A utopian world of faith might 
well also eliminate suffering. But Christian 
faith understands our real world to be a 
broken world, one that needs redemption, 
one where the mystery of evil, suffering, and 


‘death do abound. The Good News can only 


offer pie in the sky to those who will do the 
baking on earth in the midst of evil and 
suffering. 


AN ARTIST: may fondly speak of his 
masterpiece as a labor of love. Jesus intends 
each human life to become a masterpiece of 
the labor of love. In its document on the 
Church Today the Second Vatican Council 
reminded us that ‘‘the new command of love 
is the basic law of human perfection and 
hence of the world’s transformation.’’ (No. 
36) 


The transformation of suffering can only 
be effected through love. One can often love 


‘God more purely when suffering than when - 


well. 


If sickness occasions deeper love of God it 
has served a redemptive purpose. If sickness 
occasions bitterness, resentment, and anger 
against God it needs to be redeemed. 
Ministry to the sick can assist that 
redemptive process. 


SIMPLY VISITING the sick speaks of the 
sick person’s worth, the love that has not 
abandoned him, and the very real need that 
he is experiencing because sickness is a 
burden. Visiting the sick in the name of 
Christ expresses in addition the redemptive 
value of illness. 


Hence the priest who offers to pray with 
the sick person intends to convey a rich 
faith-meaning by his action. Unfortunately 
such a meaning often needs to be expressed 
frankly and openly. 


The new Rite for Anointing of the Sick 
conyeys this richer meaning. In the former 
use of this sacrament often the impression 
was left of a final act of oblation, the last 
anointing almost as if in preparation for 
burial. The present ritual entrusts the sick 


_ person to the grace and power of Jesus 


Christ: it expresses the redemptive role of 
human suffering in union with Him. 


“THROUGH THIS holy anointing,’’ the 
priest prays, ‘‘may the Lord in his love and 
mercy help you with the grace of the Holy 
Spirit.”’ 

Christians can well support one another in 
the ministry to the sick. Family, friends, and 
nursing personnel should share in these 
anointing prayers. 


But even outside the sacramental situa- 
tion, ministry to the sick will always tank 
highly in the ministries of the Church. No 
wonder we feel better when we pray with the 
sick.

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Talking Point—Spanish-speaking Synod vote 


The voiceless Church makes itself heard 


By Father Luis Bernal 


This article by Father Bernal appeared in 
the ‘‘Southern Cross’’ in Spanish last week. It 
is felt of sufficient importance to be translated 
into English, as it. deals with the controversial 
question of the large Spanish-speaking vote in 
the recent RAP-Up sessions of the diocesan 
Synod. 


| write on the Synod because it is necessary to 
reply to comments that distort the truth and create 
confusion. 


When.a community is voiceless no one. takes it 
seriously and no one attacks it. But just let ‘‘the 
voiceless Church’’ speak.and the ‘‘privileged’’ begin 
to protest. They wish to have the only voice and the 
power. 


THE SPANISH Catholic community in the Diocese 
of San Diego has begun to cry out its faith, especially 
in the Synod, and is not under attack. Many 
so-called ‘‘Catholics’’ profess union and charity, but 
when the chips are down they destroy others. 


It is said that in the ‘’/Speak-up sessions’’ the 
Spanish-speaking who attended had a low 
“response level’’. Can it be proved that the 18,000 
who attended were a majority of English-speaking 
persons? If so, how can it be explained that they 
were reduced to 3,000 in the RAP-Up sessions? 


The Synod Office has declared that the racial 
group was unidentifiable in the Speak-up sessions 
and that. everything was in English, without any 
distinction, because there was no way to prove how 
many were Spanish-speaking or English-speaking, 
and that any count would have been unsure. 

THERE IS NO reason to say that the 
Spanish-speaking people didn’t respond. The truth 
of the matter is that many Spanish-speaking people 
formed groups of their own or joined English-speak- 
ing groups and expounded their ideas, needs, 
criticisms and petitions. In the first cycle of the 
Synod they remained unknown and are thus accused 
of ‘‘not responding to the Church.’’ 


To remedy this situation the Synod Board was 
_ asked to make.a special procedure for the RAP-Up 


- sessions: that would permit the Spanish-speaking to | 


identify themselves and operate according to their 
own: methods. Government census says that there 
are more than 355,000 Spanish-speaking people in 


Spanish-speaking RAP-Up session in a home 


This method was found to be so in accord with 
human dignity and liberty that even the 
English-speaking who attended asked for it. We 
can’t understand why the rule remained. 


Sister Sara Murrieta made the following 
affirmation (SC, June 12): 1. The Spanish-speaking 
did not discuss the pros and cons on the ballot as 
they appeared in the original English; 2. That they 
gave a vote of confidence: to the commissions. 


THESE ARE THE reasons why Sister Sara said 
what she did: - 


1. Anyone attending We meetings of the Sinod

THIS GROUP HAS its own culture which is 
essentially community oriented and humanizing. It 
does not allow artificial structures, fixed hours or 
mechanical rules; nor preprogramming that tends to 
destroy human dignity. For this reason the RAP-Up 
sessions were allowed any way desired. 
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Board and directors found those same pros and cons 
on the ballot to be of little ideological value, so 
much so that it was ee to remove them for the 
next voting. : 


For this reason the Spanish- speaking did not wish 
to limit their liberty of action by imposing 
prefabricated ballots, but rather discussed pros and 
cons more in agreement with their necessities, in a 
more free and authentic manner, less ‘enslaved to 
papers and rules. 


2. A vote of confidence was given to the 
commissions because the Spanish-speaking are not 
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so foolish as to believe that all the details and small 
talk that resulted from the groups of parishioners 
will be converted into laws of the diocese. They know 
that the will of the people is worth much but that it 
will be selectively examined by the commissions and 
decided upon by the bishop. 


THAT IS WHY the Spanish-speaking not only 
have faith in God but also in man in spite of his 


failings. They have confidence in the work of the 


commissions and the bishop. Don’t the English- 
speaking have this same faith? 


All the votes of the Spanish-speaking were 
responsible votes. These people (including the 1,000 
that voted in churches) discussed the ideas of the 
Synod in the Speak-up sessions, studied them again 
in the Narrative Summaries, and again in the ballot 
instructions. 


They were debated for hours in parish halls, in 
house meetings, in movement meetings, etc. Pros 
and cons were given and objections noted and 
signed. There are more than 12,900 signatures on 
file. 


ALL OF THIS inspite of what any sociologist 
knows: Namely, that we Latins don’t need to review 
the same idea as many times. The mental quickness 
native to us is intuitive to the extraction of values of 
importance without sitting around a table nor being 
subject to parliamentary methodology, the counting 
of minutes, or being hemmed in by rules. 


Sister Sara is not casting any shadow over the 
history of the Church but.rather she is casting light, 
the light of justice, when she says that ‘‘the 
Spanish-speaking expect that which they have a 
right to in the diocese.’’ 


Everyone knows that the real ‘‘quality’’ of 
Christianity lies not in the ‘‘few’’ or many but (1 
Corinthians 12) in the charity and love in us which is 
by no means manifest in those who seek to segregate 


‘the Spanish-speaking.

In this Bicentennial article Father Geiger, for the 
last 40 years the archivist-historian at Mission Santa 
Barbara, describes the settling of present-day 
California. Colonization paralleled, but was distinct- 
ly different, from development of the Atlantic 
seaboard. He is a noted authority on Padre Junipero 
Serra who first brought Christianity here by 
founding Mission San Diego de Alcala, the first of 21 
Franciscan missions running northward along the 
Pacific coast, on July 16, 1769. 


The Altantic and Pacific shores were both 
populated by non-Indians in 1776. But the 
differences between the two colonial areas — in 
political viewpoints, religion and language, and the 
vast physical separation by mountain ranges, 
deserts and plains, would have justified saying: 
“‘Never the twain shall meet.’’ 

Catholic Christianity in the present state of 
California took root on July 16, 1769, when Padre 
Junipero Serra planted the cross on a hilltop above 
San Diego harbor.
